Right-Doing. 

The emphasis that is justly laid upon 
self-denial as an important element in 

' 

_ ^palpable exhibitions of selfish injus- 
tice that casts all self-denial to the winds 
and seeks only personal and present 
gratifications are so repulsive to th<* just 
and generous that they are apt to divide 
all actions roughly into two classes — the 
ods self-pleasing "and wrong, the other 
self-denying and right. 

Such a classification, however, is not 
merely rough, it is absolutely erroneous. 
The value of self-denial do. s not resi.le b 
in itself as an end, but only as a means ' 
to a higher state in wluch it is no longer 
needed. For example, a greedy child 
needs careful training in habits retpiir- 
ing constant self denial — but years pass, 
the habit of restraint is acquired, reason 
dominates, and in maturity he no longer 
finds the need of self-denial in this dir- c- 
tion, lor a more intelligent self-love pre- 
fers the possession of health to the in- 
dulgence of the palate. The right-doing 
that was once so painful has become 
pleasant. So the cbiid who seltishly 
snatehes the property of his pbtyuiuv 
violently away, presently learns .l«jr 
teaching ami experience the far higher 
enjoyment of justice and sympathy, and 
when he i» a man it exists him no pain to 
refrain from snatching his neighbor's 
purse, although his desire f< >r money may 
be even stronger than Ids childish desire 
for the coveted plaything. 

So, in every case, self-denial is like a 
roed wluch must be traveled to reach 
some desired end, but which we gladly 
leave behind us when the goal in reached. 
It is when right-doing no longer costs a 
pang that it arrives at its best condition. 
Moral progress is not simply the work- 
ing up to a self-denying condition of 
mind, it is also working tln uuyh self- 
denial to pleasurable well-doing. While, 
therefore, it is needful to insist on self - 
denial whenever right action demands 
it, it is by no means just to limit our ap- 
proval to those actions alone. 

There is indeed a very large propor- 
tion of good and noble deeds that contain 
no element of self-denial ; they are per- 
formed with pleasure and avidity ; there 
is no painful sense of obligation, no 
struggle, no collision of motives. The 
parent who truly and intelligently loves 
his children does not pause to oonsi.l. r 
his own case when their necessities de- 
mand his exertion ; there is no contest 
in bis mind between his duty to them 
and his own happiness, for the two are 
consonant ; his heart springs to plan 
and labor for their good, aud in doing 
this he best pleases himself. The hero 
who claims our admiration by leaping 
into the fire or the water unhesitatingly 
to save another's life has not been com- 
pelled or driven to the act bv a sense of 
duty, at war with, and finally overcom- 
ing his desire of safety. It is, on the 
f, his quick and ready sympathy 
to action without conscious

Within seventy-five miles of Prescott, 
Arizona, in the vicinity ol Fort McDow- 
ell, has been found a large mound, 500 
by U50 feet in extent, with walls of stone 
two feet thick surrounding; within and 
down to the depth of ten leet have been 
found some implements of idl descrip- 
tions; also utensils of a peculiar material 
paiuted on the inside with Egyptian 
characters, ornaments of shell, needles 
of bone, and, in fact, a perfect museum 
of relics of the age and of a race now ex- 
tinct. There were also found tombs 
three tier deep, and, underneath, cisterns 
of water. The walls are made of rock 
found six miles from the mound. Near 
the quarry are found paintings of beasts 
of burden, and a very large animal re- 
sembling the mastodon; also several un- 
known figures. The bones found in the 
tombs were partiidly destroyed by fire, 
and the walls showed disturbance by 
upheaval. ThiH is probably the most 
important discovery made in Arizona. 

A cebtain spider — found in the 
southern part of Europe — makes a curi- 
ous cradle to preserve her babies through 
the cold winter, so that the spider family 
shall not be exterminated.

Care 
muM be taken not to allow the remedy 
to come in contact with the inside of tho 
mouth, as it may produce severe burn- 
ing. 

An exchange Bays : "X»et any one who 
has an attack of lockjaw take a small 
quantity of turpentine, warm it and pour 
it on the wound, no matter where the 
wound is, and relief will follow in less 
than a minute. Nothing better can be 
applied to a severe cut or bruise than 
old turpentine ; it will give certain re- 
lief almost instantly. Turpentine is also 
a sovereign remedy for croup. Saturate 
a piece of llanuel with it and place the 
flannel <>u the throat and chest, and in 
every casl) three or four drops on a lump 
of supir may be taken inwardly." 

Dr. Khuabi'. of Ninies. states that ho 
has for many years treated all his cases 
of sciatic and -neuralgic pains with an 
improvised apparatus, consisting merely 
of a flat-iron and vinegar, two things 
that will be found in every house. Tho 
iron is heated until sufficiently hot to 
vaporize the vinegar, and is then cov- 
ered with some woolen fabric, which is 
moistened with viuegar, and the appar- 
atus is applied at once to the painful 
Bitot. The application may l>e repeated 
two or three times a day. Dr. Ebrard 
states that, as a rule, the pain disappears 
in twenty-four hours, and recovery en- 
sues at once. 

Salt nt J>rrnTH wjsi a. - — In n jjopcr 
read at the Medical Society of Victoria, 
Australia, Dr. Day stated that, having 
for many years regarded diphtheria, in 
its early stage, as a purely local affec- 
tion, characterized by a marked tenden- 
cy t<> take ott putrefactive decomposi- 
tion, he has trusted most to the free and 
constant ..a-.. u- .a of antiseptics, and, 
when their employment lias l>een adopt- 
ed from the first," and been combined 
with judidoos alimentation, he has sel- 
dom seen blood-poisoning ensue. In 
consequence of the great power which 
salt possesses in preventing the pretre- 
factive decomposition of meat and other 
organic natter, Dr. Day has often pre- 
scnWd for diphtheritic patients living 
far away from medical aid the frequent 
use of a gargle composed of a teasjKxm- 
f nl or more of salt dissolved in a tumbler 
of water, giving children who cannot 
gargle a teasjHionfnl or two to drink 
occasionally. Adults to use the gargle 
as a prophylactic or preventive, three 
or four times a day. 

How Voltaire Cired the Decay of 
11 :s Stomach. — In tho "Memoirs of 
Count Segur" there is the following 
anecdote : " My mother, the Countess 
de Segur, being asked l>v Voltaire re- 
specting her health, told him that tho 
most painful feeling she had arose from 
the decay in her stomach and the diffi- 
culty of finding any kind of aliment that 
it could bear. Voltaire, by way of con- 
solation, assured her tliat ho was once 
for nearly a year in the same state, and 
believed to be incurable, but that, 
nevertheless, a very simple remedy had 
restored him. It consisted in taking no 
other nourishment than yelks of eggs 
beaten up with the flour of ]K>tatoesand 
water." . Though this circumstance 
concerned sp extraordinary a person as 
Voltaire, it is astonishing how little it is 
known and how rarely the remedy has 
been practiced. Its efficacy, how r over, 
in cases of debility, cannot 1h> ques- 
tioned, and tho following is the mode of 
preparing this valuable article of fix.*! 
as recommended by Sir Johu Sinclair : 
Beat up an egg in a bowl, and then mid 
si v tal >le-«tpoonf uls of cold water, mixing 
the w hole well together ; then add two 
table spoonfuls of farina of potatoes ; 
let it Iks mixed thoroughly with the 
iiquid id the bow] ; then pour in as 
much boiling water as will convert t he- 
whole tiling into a jellv, and mix it well. 
It may be taken alone or with the addi- 
tion of a little milk in case of stomachic 
debility or consumptive disorders. — Sci- 
entific American.

In the introduction to his pamphlet on 
" How to Grow Bieh," Dr. Bland gives 
tho following definition and analysis of 
this organ : " The faculty of acquisi- 
tiveness is common to brute and man.

Man, 
while allied to the animal kingdom, on 
the sensuous plane, is lifted infinitely 
above it by the fact of his being endowed 
with reason, and crowned with moral 
sense and spiritual aspirations. By 
means of his superior intellect, man is 
able to subjugate the earth and all its 
forces, compelling it to yield its fruits 
and treasures in rich and varied abund- 
ance to supply his needs and gratify his 
desires. Tlirough the guiding wisdom 
of his moral faculties he recognizes the 
brotherhood of man and the equality cf 
the race, the foundation of the princi- 
ples of justice." Accepting these propo-

Vet in a few 
years thousands of people were usinp 
this feared agent even for kindling fires, 
aud every day there is a fresh story of a 
house or a woman or a child burned up 
from this careless practice. Precisely so 
it has been with dynamite, which at first 
was regarded with tern >r from its destruc- 
tive power. Yet the other day, in New 
York, a house was blown to pieces by 
dynamite cartridges hung on a stovepipe 
to warm, and in Pennsylvania a miner 
put a can of dynamite on hut cook stove 
to dry, and only fragments of himself, 
his wife, aud four children, and splinters 
of his house remained to hold an inquest 
over. It is the old case of contempt of 
danger bred by familiarity with it ; but 
since the lives and possessions tf a great 
many people are imperiled by the habit 
which a near neighlsir may have of keep- 
ing dynamite cartridges in his house 
and warming them ou his stove, the laws 
relating to this and similar explosives 
s< em to need revision."

The Treasury Department 
has refused to issue gold certificates for 
large amounts, on the ground that it 
would occasion trouble ami exjienae for 
the Government. Other expedients pro- 
posed are, the appointment of an institu- 
tion, not chartered by the United States, 
as a gold depository for" the national 
banks, tho interchange of certificates 
amorg the banks, and tho establishment 
of the cleariiig-honse as a depository. 
There are ohj- ctions to each plan, and 
another — the division of the burden 
among five or six banks — is the one 
which may be temporarily adopted until 
Congress shall supply a permaucnt rem- 
edy. The packing of the coin in bags is 
a conventional way, and it does not 
reflect much credit on tho inventive 
faculties of hank officers that they have 
not thought out a better. If the coin 
were packed in boxes fitted with grooves 
in which the pieces would lie close and 
so confined that they woxdd not move in 
course of transportation, and thes e 
grooves were made so that they could lie 
lifted out, with their contents, the loan 
from triction in tumbling around the 
bags aud pouring out the coin as though 
it was sugar, wotdd lie very much re- 
duced.

Mount Ararat. 

Ararat is divided into two peaks. Great 
Ararat on the northwest and Little Ara- 
rat on the southwest, whose bases blend 
while their summits are seven miles 
apart. The summit of Great Ararat is 
17,32.1 feet above the level of the sea, 
and 14,320 above its base; and for more 
than 3,000 feet below the sninmit it is 
always covered with ice aud snow. Little 
Ararat is 13,000 above the sea levtd. The 
apex of Great Ararat was visited by Par- 
rot October 9, 1820. Dr. SehalY, in com- 
mon with Smith, says that Ararat in 
Scripture refers to the lofty plateau or 
mountain — highlands which overlook the 
plain of the Araxes. The same author- 
ity states that the mountains of Ararat 
(Gen. viii., 4) more properly refer to the 
entire range of elevated tableland in 
that portion of Armenia, and upon some 
lower part of this range, rather than 
upon the high peaks, the ark more prob- 
ably rested ; and the following reasons 
are given in support of this view : This 
plateau or range is aliout 6,000 or 7,000 
feet high ; it is equally distant from the 
Ertxine and the Caspian Seas, and be- 
tween the Persian Gulf and the Medi- 
terranean, and hence a central jniint for 
the dispersion of the race ; the region is 
volcanic in its or;gin, does not rise into 
sharp crests, but has broad plains sepa- 
rated by subordinate ranges of moun- 
tains; and the climate is temperate, 
grass and grain are abundant, and the 
harvests are quick to mature. These 
facts, he believes, illustrate the Bible 
narrative. 

The Prosaic Age. 

We are becoming dreadfully prosaic ; 
even the fashions for weddings show it. 
It is no longer essential to coujngal blisa 
to have the knot tied in the presence of a 
dozen bridesmaids in diaphanous rai- 
ment, the bride herself being perforce 
in pure white and decked in orange blos- 
soms.

For far worse than any verdict 
as to the proportion of good and evil in our 
work ia tho painful impression that we write 
for a public which has no diacurumeat of good 
and evil. 

Mr husband reads any notices of me that 
comes before him, and reportH to me ( or else 
refrain* from reporting) the general character 
of the noUce, or something in particular nine!) 
atrikea him aa ahowing either an exceptional 
insight or an obttiseness that ia gross enough 
to be amusing. Very rarely, when be has read 
a critique of me, he'has handed it to me, say- 
ing, "Yon must read this." And your esti-

Certainly, if I had been aaked to ehooes what 
should be written about my hook and who 
ahould write it, I should have sketched -well, 
not anything so good aa what you have wnt-
